Leo Miller. If you have a teacher

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SAFETY BELT LAW 
COULD REDUCE 
TRAFFIC FATALITIES 


A newly-enacted law requiring 
front seat safety belts be standard 
equipment on all cars sold, begin- 
ning with the 1963 models could 
eventually reduce Mississippi traf- 
fie fatalities by at least 30 per cent 
according to Louis Wise, President 
of the Mississippi Safety Council. 


The Safety Council President 
said in order for this reduction to 
take place, the people must wear 
their safety belts all the time. 


“A person can be killed just as 
quickly going to the shopping cen- 
ter as he can going to New York,” 
Wise said, “and, safety belts are 
as necessary at 30 MPH as they 
are at 65,” he continued. 

According to Wise, a safety belt 
is the best piece of safety equip- 
ment available to the motorist. 

“The safety belt is not the en- 
tire answer to our traffic problem,” 
he said. “Far from it. The driver 
is still the key to accident preven- 
tion, but until the people can be 
made to realize that a drastic 
tightening of driver licensing re- 
quirements is an absolute neces- 
Sity, a safety belt is the good mo- 
torist's best bet." 

Wise said many fallacies and 
mistaken ideas are used as an ex- 
cuse for not using safetv belts, 

"None of which is true," he said. 

The safety official said most 
people were  concerntd with the 
possibility of being trapped in a 
burning or submerged automobile 
with a seat belt fastened, and being 
unable to get out. 

Wise said that less than 1 per 
cent of àll injury-producing acci- 
dents involve fire or submersion. 
Even in such instances - chances 
of remaining conscious in order to 
free oneself and escape from the 
vehicle are greatly increased when 
wearing a belt because your chan- 
ces of remaining conscious are 
greater. 

He stressed again the necessity 
of wearing the safety belt each 
time the auto is moved, and point- 
ed out that more than half of all 
injury-producing accidents occur 
in urban areas and that three of 
four traffic deaths occur within 
25 miles of home. 

"Also, more than half of the traf- 
fic accidents, involving either in- 
jury or death, occur at speeds less 
than 40 MPH,” he said. 

Wise said a seat belt keeps pas- 
sengers from being ejected and all 
statistics show the chances of be- 
ing killed are 5 times as great if 
a person is thrown from a vehicle, 
and because of this, it is impor- 
tant that back seat passengers al- 
so wear safety belts.
